||happy homes and resigning the comforts of their peace- 
|ful firesides, to teach the Gospel to the Heathen Island- 
ers. Had they entirely confined theinselves to their os- 
|\tensible duty, better perhaps would have been the results. 
||'Their intrigues with the Government and the variety of 
||notions put into the heads of the Queen and Chiefs, have 
ijbeen prejudicial to the commerce of those Islands, 
jjand have of late enfeebled their own power. That power 
Was at its greatest height during the reign of Queen 
'| Kaamanhu (one of the wives of Taamaamaah) and who 
was, I may say, entirely under the control of Mr Bing- 
\j}ham and his associates. ‘Their object was, in the opinion 
j/of many,to establish a Hierarchy and they succeeded far 
|'beyond their most sanguine expectations. For a number 
of years their power was accumulating,when the Queen 
died, and theic influence ended. Two French priests,
